'No Runaway Inflation'—Humphrey 
Cost Of Living In U.S. 
Reported 'Stabilized' 


Increase Of Less Than 1 Per Cent 
In Past Year 'Evidence Of Stability' 


NEW YORK (AP) — Asserting there has been "no run- 


away inflation" since the administration lifted economic con- 
trols, Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey declared Mon- 
day night that the cost of living in this country has been 
stabilized. 


In a speech delivered at the 100th anniversary dinner 


cf the New York Clearing House, Humphrey said the cost 
of living in the past year has increased only six-tenths of one 


each

per cent. 


In contrast, he said, there was 


a 30 per cent jump, averaging 
6 per cent a year, from 1946 to 
1951.

secretary declared, "the empha- 
sis should be just reversed. The 
relatively small increase of less 
than 1 per cent in the past year 
is evidence of stability. '

over the economy of the country, 
Humphrey voiced his confidence 
in the nation's free enterprise 
system 
for

"This great nation of ours, now 


free from controls, can continue 
to avoid inflation without going 
into recession and resulting in 
large-scale unemployment,'1 he 
asserted, "There is no excuse to 
do so— and I firmly believe we 
will not do so."

That long-range building program merely 


atone* for years of indifference when condi- 
tion* made It difficult if not impossible to 
provide even small amounts of money for re- 
pair and renovation of existing buildings at 
the University of Nebraska, the normal 
schools, the mental hospitals maintained' by 
this state, and those institutions devoted to 
housing other wards o'f the state. 


It is a truly great job that hai been done. 
In the case of the Board of Control, the 


long-range building program has made it pos- 
sible to abandon use of unsanitary buildings 


housing the mentally sick, in some instances 
buildings 
which 
presented 
serious 
fire 


hazards. At the same time the board has 
been able to correct the serious overcrowding 
which made it necessary to house patients 
in any type of quarters that could be pro- 
cured. 


The University, of Nebraska had gone for 


years without a major expenditure to improve 
its physical plant. 
Buildings already old, 


needing renovation and repair, have been 
placed in good condition and buildings badly 
needed to accommodate a growing student 
body have been constructed. The same prog- 
ress has taken place at Nebraska state nor- 
mals and at other institutions. 


Offhand it can be said that the lotjg-range 


building program undertaken in a.period of 
prosperity is one of the finer accomplishments 
of Nebraska state government. 


An End To Uncertainty 


Unfortunately week's end contributed to 


agricultural uncertainty when the undersec- 
retary of agriculture, True D. Morse, in 
Washington said that "major and very impor- 
tant changes" in the Eisenhower administra- 
tion's farm policy will be suggested to Con- 
gress next January. 


Mr. Morse could not tell what these changes 


will be. 


It is impossible at this time to discuss 


them for the very obvious reason that unless 
Congress is called back into special session, 
there would be a full three «months to claw 
them to pieces. 


It does appear, however, that Secretary 


Benson and his associates are unnecessarily 
tough in their discussion of the farm prob- 
lems. And at the same time the department 
is revealing an appalling ignorance of the 
conditions confronting a large section of the 
United States. 


"One of the biggest difficulties farmers 


are up against is this terrific drought situa- 
tion," Undersecretary Morse said. "It's worse 
than anything in the last summer." 


If the agricultural department is not aware 


of the sweep and severity of a drought to a 
greater extent than is revealed by these 
words, then it should turn the keys in the 
doors of its offices in Washington and get 
out in the field for firsthand information. 
There are more states suffering a deficiency 


in moisture at this time than in the 'thirties, 
when 24 out of the 48 states were affected. 


"A lot of farmers are not going to survive, 


even with federal aid. With all of that, there 
are going to be a lot of farmers, according to 
reports, who are not going to make it through 
the winter." 


Those are cheering words. They contain 


the essence of so much that has been spilled 
smce( the new administration has come into 
power. What does Ihe administration pro- 
pose to do about these farmers who are not 
going to make it? And how is the admin- 
istration so certain that a lot of farmers are 
going to fold up before the close of winter? 
The farmer has proved time and again his re- 
sourcefulness. He has had to be resourceful 
frequently in order to stay on his feet in the 
face of all the hazards that confront him. 


There is only one interpretation, it would 


appear, to be placed upon Morse's words. The 
administration is convinced there are too 
many farmers. Its solution of the problem of 
surpluses seems to be fewer farmers. And if 
it has no greater understanding than a great 
deal of the discussion thus far reveals, then 
the weather might well take care of its prob- 
lem of surpluses. There is a feeling building 
up in this country that President Eisenhower 
had better give thought to a change in the 
agricultural department.

Spirituality Of 
La,w And Of Justice 


Every man or woman, we take it, placing a 


hand upon the Bible to take the oath of public 
office in that moment of supreme dedication 
reaches the peak of selfless public service. It 
cannot be better typified than in those cere- 
monies which gave the United States Su- 
preme Court Monday its 14th Chief Justice, 
former Gov. Earl Warren of California. 


Through the centuries, what we call law 


cama into existence to satisfy the conscience 
of man in everyday human behavior. There 
is a deep quality of spirtuality in it in its 
finest flower, the rule of right and of justice 
against the forces of wrong and of injustice. 


In the bright, warm 
sunshine of an early 
fall day, the Ameri- 
can people had full 
assurance that the 


new Chief Justice as well as his predecessors 
has in full measure that deep spiritual trait so 
essential to the continuing triumph of law 
and justice. Rarely do we think that back 
of 8the cold black type which specifically de- 
fines the law is the struggle through which 
a civilized people seek to attain a greater 
measure of justice. The Warren appointment 
did not satisfy everyone. There were those 
•who felt strongly that the new Chief Justice 
should have been a man who had spent most 
of his mature life in the practice of law. or 
on the bench in the robes of a judge. 
But 


not the least to be said of this new Chief 
Justice Is that in his early boyhood and man- 
hood, he passed through those experiences so 
common, to the American people—responsi- 
bility, hard work, humble beginnings — the 
fertile soil from out of which springs a dur- 
able spirituality. 


* 
Not to* long .ago a distinguished, able 


jvdge, Harold R. Medina, wrote happily of 
the spiritual quality that judges do and should 
bring to the bench. 
"What happens to a 


nan," Jndge Medina inquired in an article in 
the Atlantic Monthly, "when he dons the 
nlaek robe and takes his place upon the 
Mm*?" 


* 
Then he answers his own question. ''There 


is some subtle force which takes possession of 
his soul and whispers continually in his ear 
th« command that he make very sure that his 
every Judgment and his every ruling be just 
and right. ... No judge should be ashamed 


to seek guidance and 
strength 
from 
Almighty 


God. According to my way 
of looking at things, that 
is precisely what a judce 


should do." To put it a different way, there is 
the. source of what we call the judicial atmos- 
phere—4be supreme dedication of the man on 
the beech to Ibo highest ideals of justice and 
right. There is the fountain of patience in 
the face of obstruction frequently, and of 
dilatory procedure to make sure that what is 
dono finally shall be right and just ]n no 
other country in the world has a greater 
measure of justice been achieved than hrr<" 
in the United States. It is not to **y that the 
Jaw never has made a rn;?1ake. 11 is to say 
that the chief refv^e of those rights which 
th« American people cherish most is in the 
law. 


Russia is hungry. Its food production pro- 


gram has failed. Workers are grumbling. The 
satellite people have flared in open rebellion. 
There is real concern among the leaders of 
the Communist world. The ground under 
them is unsteady. 


The facts of Communism's unbalance can- 


not be covered by tight censorship and the 
totalitarian whip. Some kinds of truth will 
out whether or no. Even Russia's leaders 
are now admitting that over-emphasis on in- 
dustrial production has left agricultural pro- 
duction approximately where it was in 1916. 
Collectivization of farms, the bloody purges 
of the kulaks, upping of quotas and attempts 
at mechanization did everything Commu- 
nism's stern book of discipline prescribes, but 
there was nothing to win the enthusiasm and 
the hearts of a hard-pressed people. The only 
ingredient that will do that is freedom arM 
Communism cannot include that. 


Free countries commonly accept the fallacy 


that authoritarian states possess deadly effi- 
ciency. Perhaps it is because such countries 
feverishly arm for war and the advances in 
that departent obscure the weakness in others. 
It is significant in America there are agricul- 
tural surpluses, full employment, constantly 
improving standards of living, domestic tran- 
quility and good will. The contrast is vivid 
and convincing. We are winning the cold war 
in more ways than one because we have 
something-more vital than the atomic bomb. 
We have freedom, a nation's greatest ally in 
a troubled world.

Garden Glances With The Moon 


WASHINGTON — For more 


than four months the sun has 
continued to shine with sicken- 
ing monotony on the parched 
fields of southern Missouri and 
northern 
Arkansas. 
Farmers 


watching 
their 
fields slowly 


wither away have prayed hope- 
fully for rain, but there's been 
no rain since May 17. Meanwhile 
they 
have seen their 
fields 


blacken, their water holes dry up 
and their cattle weaken, some- 
times die. 


Their situation is similar to 


that in Texas and the South- 
west generally, except that in 
Texas it rained briefly, though 
now the sun is shining relent- 
lessly again. 


Meanwhile, the Department of 


Agriculture has moved at snail's 
pace to dole out drought relief 
1o Missouri farmers. In Texas, 
Benson's boys have done some- 
what better. 


As of this writing, only 99 Mis- 


souri farmers have received a 
total of only $172,700. That's 
tin average of $1,740 apiece. 


In contrast, Texas 
farmers 


have received an average of 
about 813,000 apiece. A healthy 
84,277,130 has gone to Texas 
against Missouri's 8172,700, and 
328 Texas farmers have been 
aided against Missouri's 99. 


Another 153 Missouri fanners 


are still trying to get drought 
loans. They are asking for only 
$220,100, while the 101 remain- 
ing unrelieved Texas farmers are 
asking for $1,280,695.

through 
the 


blackened fields of his native 
state, has been trying to push 
this relief. 
However, he finds 


that bigger farmers are generally 
favored as good enough risks to 
borrow money for drought re- 
lief. Smaller farmers aren't good 
risks: many may be wiped out. 


"What Missouri farmers need 


most." Hennings concluded, "is 
not money but hay," 


Accordingly he sent a tele- 


gram to President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson pointing out that plenty 
of hay was to be found in Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas and the 
Northwest for $20 a ton, but the 
cost of transporting it from those, 
areas to Missouri and Arkansas 
was an additional S20 a ton, 
making the $40 total cost to 
drought-stricken 
farmers pro- 
hibitive. 


Therefore, Hennings proposed 


to Eisenhower that the U. S. 
Army, which has a large armada 
of trucks in ttie Middle West, 
use its personnel and trucks to 
haul the hay* to the drought- 
stricken southwest. 


"Secretary Brannan organized 


a hay lift to Utah and Nevada 
during the severe snowstorms of 
1949." Hennings points out. "The 
air force at that time dumped 
hay from the air on snowbound 
cattle, with the air force paying 
for the cost of the hay lift. The 
farmers paid for the hay, but 


they never could have paid for 
the air transportation. 


"We also organized an air lift 


to Berlin when that city was iso- 
lated by events beyond its con- 
trol. Now, with farmers of the 
Southwest suffering from a ca- 
tastrophe beyond their control, I 
believe they should have the 
same help." 
As of this writing, Hennings 


has received no reply 
from 


Washington. 
NOTE-1—Ex-Secretary of Ag- 


riculture Brannan, when queried 
by this column regarding the 
cost of previous drought relief, 
said: "The farmers paid for the 
cost of the hay, and the govern- 
ment paid for the transportation. 
It may have cost us a little- 
extra, but on the whole I don't 
think we were out much. In 
1949 the Air Force absorbed the 
cost of the hay lift to snow- 
bound cattle, and last year we 
got special rates to ship hay from 
Wisconsin to Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Oklahoma and p a r t s of 
Pennsylvania. I think we went 
in the red a little, but it seemed 
to me important that we step 
right in and act in a hurry."

Thanks to an alert young New 


York Irishman, President Eisen- 
hower's press relations h a v e 
gone pretty well.

years—two months and ten days.

the working press gave Ike the 
raspberry last week. Nor was it 
caused by the fact that Atty. 
Gen. Brownell had called four 
pro-Ike papers to his home—the 
N. Y. Times, N. Y. Herald Tri- 
bune, Chicago Daily News and 
Scripps-Howard chain—to leak 
the advance tip of Gov. Warren's 
appointment.

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Sales Tax Move Fades, 


Budget Problem Stays

WASHINGTON—In ruling out a 


national sales tax, President Ei- 
senhower yielded to the inevita- 
ble. For weeks. Republicans up 
for re-election in '54 had been 
doing everything they could to 
discourage t h e administration 
from even considering the idea of 
such a tax as one means of bal- 
ancing the federal budget. They 
dread the kind of showdown that 
would compel them to choose be- 
tween an unpopular tax and the 
leadership of President Eisen- 
hower and his cabinet. 


Both the politician and the 


economist can make a strong 
case against the tax. Predicting 
that it would be thunderingly re- 
jected in Congress if it was pro- 
posed by the Treasury, Sen. 
Alexander Wiley, Republican of 
Wisconsin, went on to say that 
a levy collected by manufacturers 
instead of retailers would have 
almost as many disadvantages. 


The manufacturers' tax would 


avoid the pain and the cost of 
collection through 3 million retail 
outlets. But, as Wiley pointed out. 
the lax at that level would be 
pyramided. 
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For example, if a manufacturer 


added a 5 per cent tax to an item 
costing $1. the price would then 
be $1.05. The distributor at his 
level would add. say, a 10 per 
cent markup not on $1, but on 
91.05. 
The final price to the 


buyer would thus increase by con- 
siderably more than merely the 
original 5 per cent tax. 


"Almost any retailer will tell 


you that his inventories are ab- 
normally large." Wiley went on 
to tell his Wisconsin audience. 
"And have you looked at a farm 
equipment store recently? Have 
you noticed the huge amount of 
farm machinery piled up? How 
do you suppose farmers already 
squeezed by high costs will 3ike 
a new 5 per cent tax on farm 
tractors?" 


They won't, said Wiley. He is 


not under the necessity ot run- 
ninz next year, but wilh an ear

ihc murmur of farm protr<t Jv- 
cmnninc 1° be audible in Ih** 
Midwest. 


But \vhcn all Uic arguments 


have been arrayed 1o buttress 
the prejudice of most of us 
against a sales or manufacturers' 
tax, the fact remains that the 
base of the federal tax structure 
is decidedly out of balanc?. And 
the consequences of that unbal- 
ance, in view of the size of the 
federal debt, could be extremely 
serious in the event of even a 
mild recession. 
* * * 


William R, Biggs, vice presi- 


dent of the Bank of New York 
and chairman of the board of 
iruslees of BrookinRs Institution, 
has done an analysis of thr ffd- 
eral budget in relation to cor- 


porate profits in a business de- 
cline. He comes up with some 
striking figures, as follows: 


"In the last 12 years the United 


States has built op a revenue sys- 
tem which depends to the extent 
of nearly 80 per cent of total re- 
ceipts on corporate and indi- 
vidual income taxes. No govern- 
ment in the world to onr knowl- 
edge, raises such a large propor- 
tion of its budget from income 
taxes (personal and corporate) 
as the United States. In most 
countries, including members of 
the British Commonwealth, the 
percentage of the budget raised 
from income taxes (personal and 
corporate) is nearer 50 per cent 
than the M per cent in the United 
States. 
"Because of this dependence 


on income taxes, revenues are 
especially difficult to predict. 
This is illustrated by the fact 
that the Truman administration 
in January 
greatly overesti- 


mated receipts for the year 
ended June 30, 1953, and the Ei- 
senhower administration, two or 
three months later, again was too 
optimistic about them. 


"A decline in business and in 


profits finds the government a 
deeply involved partner, so that 
its tax receipts fade Jiery rapidly. 
Thus it is that a relatively small 
decline in business of the 1949 
type results in an estimated 
budget deficit of nearly $18 bil- 
lion, while the 1938 type decline 
results in such a large shrinkage 
in revenues that the estimated 
deficit becomes nearly $30 bil- 
lion." 
Biggs concludes that if the long 


term integrity *f the dollar is to 
be maintained, the presort top- 
heavy dependence for revennc on 
income taxes must be adjusted. 
Vigorous oppantnts «f sales and 
excise taxes mar lamp this with 
toe propaganda flowing out in fa- 
vor of a national excise tax. Bnt 
that weald be vnjvst to an au- 
thority who ha* given long and 
scriotts consideration to the dif- 
ficult if n«4 perilous position in 
which the federal government 
would be placed should rerrnnr* 
take a sodden toboggan. 


In his press conference 


sion of taxes, the President re- 
fused to be pinned down on a 
manufacturers' excise tax. 
He 


talked about the need to recon- 
sider and perhaps shift around 
the excise taxes now in effect. 
Opinion in the Treasury, from 
Secretary Humphrey on down, 
if. opposed to any advance com- 
mitment to permit the excise 
levies expiring next April 1— 
bringing in from $800,000,000 1o 
$1 billion a year—to go off auto- 
matically.

So we won't be planting' 
bulbs for spring blooms out in 
our gardens and 
borders this 


week. Those of the narcissus 
family 
as 
jonquils, 
daffodils, 


Poet and Pheasant-eye narcissus, 
etc. will have been planted last 
week or even earlier. And with 
all the various tulips as Double 
Early, Cottage, Darwins, Rem- 
brandts, Parrot, Lily-flowered, 
Breeder and the late-blooming 
doubles, Peony-flowered, we'll 
wait until third or even fourth 
quarter. It is true that 
their 


blooms are above the soil, but 
they reproduce themselves by an 
increase of bulblets in the soil, 
and that we want. Those of the 
narcissus family when once es- 
tablished in favorable locations 
will grow happily and increase 
into drifts of early spring blooms 
year after year. They do not 
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wish to be disturbed by lifting 
and dividing after spring bloom 
as tulips need be (every three 
years is best here in our Mid- 
west). Plant them all on at least 
a one-inch cushion of sand and 
cover the tulips with six inches 
of soil. 
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Very early Friday morning the 


new moon will enter the fixed, 
watery and exceedingly fruitful 
sign, Scorpio. Then Sunday aft- 
ernoon at 1:16 it will enter the 
flexed, fiery and barren sign, 
Sagittarius. The most important 
thing one could do this week in 


our gardens Is to live our foun- 
dation 
plantings, 
perennials, 


shrubs and trees, also those 
spots where one plans to plant 
tulip* and other bulbs, a flood, 
deep watering. So many weeks 
without rainfall is a icrious 
matter. I>a not let your plants 
go into the winter thirsty—any- 
thing can happen. A sudden 
freeze will, as surely as the sur> 
rises in the east, damage your 
plantings regardless of how long 
they may have been established. 
It's always more thrifty to take 
good care of what one may have 
than to dig and replace every 
season or eo. 


Yesterday morning I noticed 


the first touches of frost on our 
tomato vines and on the sweet 
basil, which is a very tender 
herb. 
Not all the plants had 


been frosted; it was as though 
Jack Frost had merely tiptoed

through 
the 
garden, 


touching just one and then an- 
other plant. 
Tomatoes, it has 


always seemed to me, have a 
better flavor after just a light 
touch of frost.

Chemist Forgotten American 
Chicago Author Says At Nil 


Cabling the chemist "Ameri- 


ca's forgotten man," Dr. Otto 
Eisenschiml, Chicago a u t h o r , 
business man and chemist, told 
University of Nebraska chemis- 
try students and faculty to "win 
just recognition for your profes- 
sion lest it decline to the con- 
siderable detriment of America." 


Dr. Eisenschiml spoke at a 


meeting Monday night of the Ne- 
br aska Section of the American 
Chemical Society at A very lab- 
oratory. 


"Chemistry has made contribu- 


tions to American life and in- 
dustry equal to that of physics 
and greater in importance and 
number than any other profes- 
sion. But chemists have drawn 
the cloak of anonymity and lab- 
oratory privacy about them to 
such an extent that the public 
cannot properly adjudge their 
value. The field is not attracting 
its share of able workers. The 
country cannot stand 
this de- 


cline," Eisenschiml asserted, ad- 
ding that "you never heard of an 
anonymous general or politician. 
And you never have heard of a 
distinguished chemist." 


Blame, Dr. Eisenschiml 
said, 


rests on the "chemists them- 
selves " He urged them to "get 
out into community life 
more.

was found that 70 to 80 per cent 
were positive they belonged to 
one party or the other. 


Then Adams points out what 


is often called the $64 or payoff 
question. 


"Can you state three of the 


planks in the platform of the 
party to which you belong?" 


Each reader can ask himself or 


herself the same question and de- 
termine whether they are in the 
2 per cent that surveys showed 
knew what their party sought to 
accomplish. 


"If a voter cannot give one 


good reason why he belongs to 
one political party rather than 
the other, what difference does it 
make which party he belongs to 
or whether he belongs to either?" 
Adams inquires. 


The f o r m e r state senator 


pointed out that national and state 
party platforms are written by a 
small group in a hotel room and 
usually adopted by conventions 
without discussion. 


"It is known that each party 


sets up a platform that is in- 
tended to be pleasing, with a 
plank in the platform appealing 
to the vote of each separate and

distinct group In society," Adams 
continued. 


•"They promise to do things for 


organized labor, for the farmers, 
for the businessman, for the pro- 
fessional men and for the tax- 
payer generally." 
"The political party system 


would add nothing of value to our 
State Legislature. In fact, it is 
a definite hindrance. It leads to 
blind voting. The members are 
expected to blindly follow the 
party leaders in the state. This 
can't possibly serve the needs of 
the people." 
He pointed out as typical of re- 


sults in the two party system 
that for 20 years the Nebraska 
delegation 
in Congress 
spent 


most of their time opposing all 
of the legislation which was orig- 
inated by the administration. 


"Too often," he explained, "the 


opposite party can offer no con- 
structive improvement but only 
criticize." 
"Under the non-partisan uni- 


cameral system, each issue con-

NEW YORK (INS) — The Yankees - 'Nuf said! 
Baseball's Qreatcct team Crushed the fighting Brooklyn 


Dodqers in the ninth inning Monday, 4-3, thus capturing the 
Golden Anniversary World Series four games to two—the 
team's fifth consecutive title and the Yankee dynsaty's 16th 
in 20 tries. 


It was a cardiac finish, this one that sent a spectacu- 


larly striving Dodqer team to the seventh defeat that organi- 
zation has suffered in as many Series appearances. 


Irrepressible

Yankee second baseman 
from 


Oakland, Cal., won the ball game 
for relief Pitcher Allie Reynolds 
with a burning single to center 
in the last half of the ninth- 
after Carl Furillo's home run 
in the Dodder half of that ulti- 
mate inning had tied the score 
at 3-3 and sent the crowd of 
62,370 into a wild state of col- 
lapse. 


These Yanks of 1953 are hard- 


encd professionals who suppos- 
edly have matured beyond the 
antics of youth. Under Casey 
Stengel they have had an un- 
broken succession of victories 
calculated to jade the most en- 
thusiastic soul. 


Yet as soon as the nimble 


Martin touched first base, after
